consistency is not 10 be looked for on the 
rt of a concern like ‘the Colonist. 
5 Mr. Robson is engeged in an 
election esmpsigu smongst the Navaimo 
ites, aud is brought forward chicily by 
the menegets of the Vancouver Coal 
Company as the man whose political and 
industrial views. best harmonize with 
their own, bis empty-headed ‘‘boss” is 
epreading bimself on the Chinese labor 
ion, and describes the-employment 
of the * ‘long-teiled, alwond-eyed gentle- 
men” at Nanaimo as a step fo deprive 
honest, laboring white men of the means 
of making a livelihood, aud calculated to 
lead to the most “pernicious cousequen- 


‘ ces.” lence, this peir of political 


wortbies are at issue on @ question of 
paramount importance to the laboring 
population of Navaimo, of clse, having 
two sifings to thoir bow, they ere pluy- 
ing fast and loose between the manegers 
of the Coal Compacy and the white 
iwivers, in expectation, we presume, of 
catching the votes of both parties. The 
game is not by any means @ safe one, 
there heing a possibility that between the 
two stools the Colonist candidate may 
fall to the ground. Odor object is pot now 
to,diseuss the merits of the Chinese labor 
question, nor to defend tbe interests of 
ibe Chicese a8 a class. We sdmit the 
qaestion to. be an exceedingly knotty ote, 
difficult to deal with, and ope that sooner 
or later must eagage the attention of the 
local Legisletare. Bat we simply desire 
10 call attention 6. the iuconsisteucy 
of the free trade organ in . seeking 
to create a prejudice against the 
Ubiuese as 8 cluss, and» to deny 
them that freedom as laborers which 
all other classes enjoy, whilé it prates 
so glibly and discourses so pathetically 
against all restrictions to commerce in 


the way of import duties. Those who 


udvocate the principles of free trade 
claim for themselves the credit of’ being 
not only wiser in their day and gevera- 
tion than those who hold protectionist 
views, but also much more liberel; aud 
it ie so in av especial degree with those’ 
who at preseut control the coluans of 
the Colonist. It therefore comes with 
Lad grace from that quarter to deny any 
lass ‘of citizens—even Chinese—the 
privilege of earning an honest living, or 
to bold those up to public odium who 
chouse to engage their services as labor— 
ers or workmen. Were we, as protec 
lionists, to take the ground that to em- 
ploy Chinamen is a “pernicious” practice, 
and that with @ view to protect white 
laborers against being forced into com- 
petition with them they should either be 
excladed from the country, or made to 
psy a special poll-tax, or be compelled 
to adopt European habits. in eating, in 
drinking, aod -in what they wear, ia 
order that they should contribute their 
fair proportion as citizens to the general 
revenue of the country, we might claim 
credit for being consistent in so dving, 
it being in barmony with the general 
theory of protection; fur we cannot see 
any material difference between protec- 
tion) to ‘trade and protectioa toa. labor. 
We are not unmindful of the gravity of 
this question. It is one of those social 
problen.s which has taxed the mental 
energies of the wisest pulitical ecovomists 
of the present day, but without arriving 

at any satisfactory solution of it, What 
to do with the “heathen Chivee,” is a 
qvestion much easier to ask than to 
answer. Bat when it does force itself 
upon the attention of onr Legislature, as 
we are ‘assured it will, we shall be pre- 
pared to discuss it fally i in all its bearings 
and to suggest a remedy for the evil 
which ‘we have reason to believe will 
meet the case. In the meantime we 
would say to the electors of Naraimo 
that they should bechary of Mr Robson, 
as being the nominee of those who intro. 
duced Chinese laborers amongst them; 
and we think the Coal Company. bave 
algo some grounds to saspect the integrity 
of their man on this de:icate point when 
the paper. of which be is the editorcomes 
out so flat-footed against the action they 
have taken jn the employment of Chiua- 
men as laborers in the mines.
